County board of supervisors 
this week approved final plans 
and specifications for the Ar­ 
lington - Glenburn bond issue 
storm drain in the City of Tor­ 
rance and issued a call for con­ 
struction bids, Supervisor Ken­ 
neth Hahn reported today.

Bids will be opened on Fri­ 
day, September 2, Supervisor 
Hahn said, and actual construc­ 
tion should begin during Sep­ 
tember.

Allocated $362,600 in bond 
issue money, the drain will be 
built in two sections One along 
Arlington from Redondo Beach 
boulevard to Domlnguez chan­ 
nel; the other along Glenburn 
from 175th street to the chan­ 
nel.

The project, which \\ill pro­ 
vide drainage to a large area 
of North Torrance, will take 
approximately seven months to 
build.

Under terms of the plans 
and specifications, the contrac­ 
tor will be required to insure 
continuous operation of sani­ 
tary sewers, and to arrange his 
working schedule to keep roads 
open as much as possible.

Supervisor Hahn pointed out.

ter. Maximum efficiency of 
these drains can be attained by 
the local communities affected 
by construction of the neces­ 
sary auxiliary laterals.
